WatbC " was issued ; it was followed, in about five 
years, by a more extensive catalogue "Qf tbC 
DeWC ^OrI&C/' Both these collections were 
wholly sold out, the large majority of the books having been sent to 
collectors in the New World. The present collection of Americana is, 
therefore, an entirely fresh one. It has been accumulating for some 
nine years ; since the issue of the latter list we have placed all such 
books aside for the present catalogue, then designed to be printed in about 
two years, but pressure of business has repeatedly delayed publication. 
During this long interval we have carefully abstained from picking 
out any " nuggets " for our own wants — all that we have secured 
during this period is here listed. As well as being far larger in 
extent than either of the former collections, the books are more 
carefully described. Although graced by no such extraordinary gem 
as the unique " Mather Collection " of our first catalogue, this volume 
describes many rare and some unique books, the interest of which 
we have endeavoured to indicate. The arrangement is alphabetical, 
by Authorship, when possible : we would point out that a second 
alphabet begfins at page 137. 

In describing each work we have been at great pains to state 
any defect, the illustrations in every case have been collated, and in 
many cases the text also ; every work (if not otherwise described) is sold 
as perfect. It is extraordinary how many books have had to be cast 
aside as defective ; the few which, for various reasons, we have

The Annotations appended are :— explanations of the author ^^^ 
meaning in the many cases of inefficient titles; locations of tYya 
districts described in books of travel ; opinions of the press on the 
worth of the volumes described ; biographical notes of authorship. 
The brief extracts from books usually indicate the point of view 
(" often biassed by a patriotism which is but a synonym for prejudice") 
in works on history, politics, social matters, etc. THE Aborigines 
have received special attention ; in every case where a work 
treats of any nation or tribe incidentally, we have endeavoured 
to draw attention to this portion of the book's interest. 

Collations are gfiven where none have been found already easily 
accessible, or where an existing collation can be rectified. 

A good selection of Maps, valuable for historical and topographi- 
cal purposes, is included; excepting the finer series by Jefferys, Moll 
and other famed geographers, maps appear under their principal 
geographical title. 

Being an American catalogue for Americans y the prices are given 
in American currency. The advance circulation of the list is entirely 
to Americans, and we hope we have redeemed our promise made to 
Americans years ago that our next "Americana" should not be picked 
in Britain first. How to obtain the books is explained on next page.
